DISTRIBUTION 

During  the  past  year  we  received  some  2,000  mail 
orders  from  bookstores  and  individuals  traceable  to 
catalog  mailings,  advertising,  film  feed-back,  and  other 
sources.  Over  4,000  individual  packages  were  shipped 
We  are  happy  to  report  that  approximately  20,000  books 
and  booklets  were  sold  and  an  additional  12,500  books 
donated.  In  our  bookstore  we  sold  over  1,600  books  and 
booklets.  Total  sales  represent  a  decrease,  but  in  the 
light  of  the  inflation  during  1979,  we  faired  relatively 
well.  Donations  of  books  were  also  somewhat  fewer  that 
the  previous  year.  Interestingly,  our  Field  Distribution  in 
the  U  S.  rose  by  45%  —  largely  due  to  the  Helen  Keller 
Centennial  Celebrations.  We  hope  to  increase  our  Field 
Distribution  even  more  in  the  coming  year. 


PRINTINGS 

In  addition  to  our  promotional  work,  we  printed  3,098 
copies  of  Bigelow's  The  Bible  That  Was  Lost  And  Is 
Found  on  behalf  of  the  Swedenborg  Press,  4,000  Com¬ 
pendium  of  Swedenborg's  Theological  Works  by  Warren, 
5,300  Divine  Love  And  Wisdom,  5,075  Divine  Providence, 
20,650  Heaven  and  Hell—  all  by  Swedenborg.  We  also 
printed  10,000  copies  of  Swedenborg,  Life  And  Teaching 
evenly  divided  in  Tamil  and  Teluga  for  distribution  in 
India,  17,000  Date  Books  honoring  Helen  Keller  as  well 
as  65,000  copies  of  LOGOS,  our  newsletter,  with  Helen 
Keller  as  the  theme.

This  area  has  been  one  of  the  most  active  creating  a 
heavy  burden  on  the  staff  Our  film  "Swedenborg:  The 
Man  Who  Had  To  Know"  has  reached  an  estimated 
potential  viewing  audience  of  10  million!  It  also  won 
two  awards  during  the  year— the  Columbus,  Ohio  Film 
Festival  "Chris"  and  the  Cine  Golden  Eagle.  The  prestige 
which  accompanies  the  latter  award  enables  the  film  to 
be  entered  into  international  competition  It  has  been

1.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  industry  audit  guide  for  voluntary  health  and  welfare  organiza¬ 
tions  published  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accoun¬ 
tants. 

a.  Investments  in  preferred  and  common  stocks  are  stated  at  cost. 
Investments  in  bonds  and  U.S.  Government  obligations  are  carried  at 
amortized  cost,  with  premiums  amortized  from  dates  of  purchase  to 
the  respective  maturity  dates 

b.  Inventories  of  books  and  printed  sheets  are  valued  at  costfaverage 
cost  method). 

c.  All  expenditures  for  land,  building  and  equipment  are  capitalized. 
Depreciation  of  building  and  equipment  is  provided  on  a  staight-line 
basis  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  respective  assets. 

d.  All  unrestricted  gifts  and  bequests  have  been  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  long-term  investment.  The  Board  of  Directors 
has  resolved  that  realized  gain  on  investment  transactions  since  April, 
1954  be  designated  for  long-term  investment,  except  for  $270,427 
designated  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  building  At  March  31,  1980, 
cumulative  gifts  and  bequests  and  cumulative  realized  gain  on  in¬ 
vestment  transactions  amounted  to  1,103,619  and  $419,764,  re¬ 
spectively. 

e  Policies  concerning  remainder  interests  in  assets  of  certain 
estates  are  described  in  Note  3. 

2  INVESTMENTS

3  REMAINDER  INTERESTS  IN  ASSETS 

The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  ($119,096)  in  the  residuary 
estate  of  John  Hudson  Chambers,  represented  by  assets  held  in 
Canada  The  assets  are  being  carried  at  quoted  prices  at  December  31, 
1926  (approximate  market  at  March  31, 1980  $103,000)  The  assets  are 
distributable  under  the  terms  of  the  Will,  after  the  death  of  certain 
life  tenants  Fixed  annuities  are  payable,  if  earned,  to  various 
beneficiaries  during  their  lifetime  from  the  income  of  the  major  por¬ 
tion  of  these  assets,  any  excess  of  income  being  paid  to  the  residuary 
legatees  ($8,324  to  the  Foundation  in  fiscal  1980).  The  income  from 
the  remainder  of  the  assets  is  shared  by  other  life  tenants  (or  their  sur¬ 
viving  widows).  The  residuary  legatees  share  in  the  income  to  the

Foundation,  Incorporated  (a  New  York  nonprofit  member¬ 
ship  corporation)  as  of  March  31,  1980,  and  the  related 
statements  of  support,  revenue  and  expenses  and  changes 
in  fund  balances  and  of  functional  expenses  for  the  year 
then  ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in 
the  circumstances.  Investments  were  confirmed  to  us  by 
the  custodian. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  Swedenborg  Founda¬ 
tion,  Incorporated  at  March  31,  1980,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  changes  in  fund  balances  for  the  year  then 
ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

We  have  previously  examined  the  financial  statements 
of  Swedenborg  Foundation,  Incorporated  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1979,  comparative  financial  information 
from  which  is  presented  herein.

Commencing  November  26,  1979,  the  Foundation  is  the  income 
beneficiary  of  a  trust  established  by  the  late  Carl  L.  Norden  for 
Constance  Leamy.  Terms  of  the  trust  provide  for  the  distribution  of 
the  income  until  the  year  2004,  at  which  time  the  trust  terminates  and 
the  principal  reverts  to  the  Foundation.  At  March  31, 1980,  the  market 
value  of  trust  investments  amounted  to  approximately  $1,090,000 
During  the  year  ended  March  31,  1980,  distributions  of  $15,000  were 
received  by  the  Foundation. 

The  Foundation  has  a  residuary  interest  in  the  estate  of  Mabel 
Swinney.  The  amount  of  the  eventual  distribution  is  not  determinable 
at  this  time,  therefore;  the  estate  has  been  recorded  at  a  nominal 
amount  of  $1  pending  settlement. 

The  Foundation  has  a  remainder  interest  in  the  estate  of  Robert 
Braden.  The  remainder  interest  is  estimated  at  approximately  $10,000. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  Will,  final  distribution  is  to  be  made  on  the 
death  of  the  life  tenant.  The  amount  of  the  eventual  distribution  to 
the  Foundation  is  not  determinable  at  this  time  therefore;  this  estate 
has  been  recorded  at  a  nominal  amount  of  $1  pending  settlement.

5  RETIREMENT  PLANS 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  adopted  retirement  plans  for  two  of  its 
full-time  employees  and  a  retired  employee  Each  plan  is  distinct  in  its 
provisions  as  to  funding  and  payment  of  benefits.  The  plans  are  sum¬ 
marized  as  follows: 

a.  The  plan  for  the  retired  employee  provides  for  the  payment  of 
$963  per  month  for  life.  This  amount  has  been  calculated  at  2%  of  the 
base  monthly  salary  at  retirement,  multiplied  by  the  number  of  years 
of  employment.  The  present  value  of  such  future  payments  is  es¬ 
timated  to  be  approximately  $127,000  at  March  31, 1980 

b.  The  second  plan,  established  in  1979,  provides  for  a  lifetime 
annuity  to  the  employee.  Terms  call  for  fixed  monthly  payments, 
calculated  on  an  annual  basis  by  multiplying  the  number  of  years  of 
employment  by  2%  of  the  annual  salary  at  retirement.  The  present 
value  of  such  future  payments  is  estimated  to  be  approximately 
$56,000  at  March  31, 1980 

The  Foundation  previously  established  an  Individual  Retirement 
Account  for  this  employee  which  is  to  remain  in  effect  until  retire 
ment.  The  balance  at  retirement  will  be  applied  against  benefits  paid 
subsequent  to  retirement.  Payments  to  this  account  have  been 
discontinued. 

The  Foundation  has  established  savings  bank  accounts  for  the 


benefit  of  employees  which,  at  March  31,  1980,  had  a  balance  of 
$97,072. 

c.  The  remaining  plan  provides  deferred  compensation  The  Board 
voted  to  contribute  10%  of  the  employee's  annual  compensation  to  a 
savings  bank  account.  The  balance  in  such  account,  including  interest 
earned,  will  be  paid  to  the  employee  upon  termination  of 
employment.  The  balance  at  March  31, 1980  was  $7,633 

The  Foundation  charged  current  operations,  ($10,000  in  1980  and 
$6,000  in  1979)  for  the  amounts  transferred  to  the  retirement  fund 
accounts. 

6  ENDOWMENT  FUND 

Endowment  fund  includes  a  $15,000  gift  from  two  donors,  invested 
in  a  seven-year  8%  savings  certificate  maturing  August  22,  1984  The 
gift  agreement  provides  that  the  Foundation  hold  the  principal  in  trust 
and  distribute  the  income  to  the  donors  during  their  lifetime  On  the 
Death  of  the  donors,  the  restriction  on  the  principal  terminates  The 
donors  have  retained  the  right  to  withdraw  all  or  part  of  the  principal 
in  the  event  of  illness  or  emergency. 

7  TENANTS'  SECURITY  FUND 

Tenants  security  of  $6,458  and  $6,104  at  March  31,  1980  and  1979, 
respectively,  including  interest,  is  held  in  savings  bank  accounts. 

8  FUNDS  DESIGNATED  FOR  SPECIAL  PURPOSES 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Foundation  has  designated  that  a 
maximum  of  $5,000  annually  may,  but  need  not,  be  segregated  for 
special  purposes  from  the  current  fund  During  the  year  ended  March 
31,  1980,  $5,000  was  designated  for  special  purposes  and  $2,013  has 
been  expended  in  fiscal  1980 

9  CURRENT  RESTRICTED  FUND 

Current  funds  of  $11,260  and  $10,359  at  March  31,  1980  and  1979, 
respectively,  have  been  restricted  by  the  donor  for  distribution  of 
"Arcana  Coelestia”,  Vol  1  to  clergymen  and  theological  students. 

10  INCOME  TAXES 

The  Foundation  has  been  advised  that  it  is  exempt  from  federal 
income  taxes  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  501  (c)(3).
